(d) water, 

(e) a polyhydric alcohol ; and/or a 

(f) a g e latin, sodium hydrogen sulfite and oxvquinoline sulfate, in a total weight ratio of 30: 1 
to 60:1, as antioxidants; and 

(g) an antioxidant gelatin, as an optional ingredient , 

wherein a weight ratio of the drug(s) lidocaine and epinephrine, in total, in free form to the 
polyacrylic acid is in a range of from 3:1 to 1 :3.
